fully refused that Tribune counsel did 
not pursue the point 


It was the first time that a full ex- 


planation of the facts in connection 
with Eusel Ford's war work has been 
made public and it was easily the 
feature of the eleventh week of the 
trial. 


Henry Ford spent seven days on the 


witness stand and of this time he 
gave less than two hours to his owii 
lawyers. As long as counsel for The 
Tribune was hammering him Mr. Ford 
sat quietly in the witness chair an- 
swering the constant fire of questions 
with great patience 
But the instant 


ais own lawyers took him in hand hla 
attitude changed. He became self- 
conscious and diffident. He -would not 
accept the efforts of his counsel to 
provide him with an opportunity to 
reveal the full extent of his patriotic 
work during the war, his humanitari- 
an views, or his advanced ideas of the 
relations which should exist between 
capital and labor. 


"It IB all ha the records," said Mr. 


Ford. "I have told it all here once." 
He avoided, with care, anything that 
verged on boasting. 
He would not 


3ven describe the extent of the war 
work which his factories did and when 
record breaking performances in tho 
production of munitions was mention- 
ad he declared, "we did all we could, 
et it go at that. I want to forget 
ill about it. I feel just &B the sol- 
iiers leel.

The yards should i 
be from 100 to 150 feet deep and | 
should be plowed and sowed frequent- 
ly to quick-growing crops to keep the 
land fresh. Such a house can be fitted 
with two large yards, one on each side,

yards. Considerable green feed vcan be 
grown incidentally in keeping these 
yards fresh and in good condition. 


The use of mammoth incubators ma- 


terially cuts down the labor necessary 
in Latching large numbers of chickens, 
and a brooding system of stove brood- 
ing houses, or a small hot-water pipe 
system makes an economical brooding 
equipment and one which, can be con- 
ducted successfully with a minimum 
amount of labor. The breeding stock 
under these conditions should be kept 
In colony houses scattered over a con- 
siderable area, and if possible allowed 
free range, using their eggs for match- 
ing during the breeding season and 
keeping from 50 to 100 hens in each 
house. 


On . the average general farm the 


poultry does not receive sufficient care 
to produce 'the best results, but ,by 
better arrangement of buildings and 
better methods the same amount of 
poultry could be kept with the labor 
now being used and better results ob- 
tained, while in many cases the size 
of the flocks could be increased and 
greater profits realized for the labor 
required. 


On commercial poultry farms' care- 


ful planning of equipment will greatly 
reduce labor, but a very intensive 
system is detrimental to profitable re- 
sults with poultry. 
The danger is 


often too great intensification, which 
while temporarily reducing labor does 
not provide conditions under which 
poultry -can be reproduced successfully 
with good results.

MEDIUM AND HEAVY HORSES 


Market 
Preferences Are 
Now for 


Drafters and Southern Chunks, 


According to Reports.

Although horses on farms slightly 


decreased in number in the United 
i 


States in 1918, this general fact is by 
no means true in all sections. It is 
true in the North from the Atlantic 
Ocean to lovra and Missouri, and on 
the Pacific coast, but the reverse is 
the f:u:t in one-half of .the South, and 
in nearly the whole region between 
the Misspispippi river and the coast 
states, except Iowa, Missouri. Arkan- 
sas. Texas, and Oklahoma. 


In the North and in the Pacific 


states the kind of horse that is pre- 
ferred on and off farms is changing. 
The automobile owner does not want 
a driving horse and the farmer with 
an automobile does not need a dual- 
purpose horse—a work1 animal that 
will also serve as a road horse. Me- 
dium and heavy draft horses are the 
new requirements. 


This tendency is reflected In prices. 


In the Chicago market the mean price 
of draft horses rose from $171 in the 
five years, 1901-1905, to $213 in 1914. 
The mean price declined in.the early 
period of the war to $205 In 1915, but 
ascended to $252 in 1916, fell to $212 
in 1917, and recovered to $220 in 1918. 
or 29 per cent above the mean price 
of the five years, 1901-1905.' The class 
of horses known in the Chicago mar- 
ket as "general" had the mean of $143 
n the first five years of the century 
and reached as high a mark as $165 
n 1913, but the mean for 1918 was 
5152, or 6 per cent above that of the 
Ive years.

FEED OAT STRAW TO HORSES 


Gives Nearly as Good Results in Feed- 
/ 
ing Animals at Light Work 


as Timothy Hay. 


Oat straw gave nearly as good re- 


sults in feeding horses at light wort 
as timothy hay, according to an experi- 
ment at the Missouri experiment sta- 
tion. 
In each case 1,400-pound horses 


were fed 15 pounds corn and cob meal 
and one and two-thirds pounds oil 
meal daily. 
At the-North Dakota ex- 


periment station it was found that 
horses v,-hen fed oats or bran and 
shorts needed about a fourth more 
grain feed when fed oat straw than 
when given upland prairie hay.

That the southern farmer who raises 


a surplus of corn and farm roughage 
can market fhem at a handsome price j 
through steers of good quality, when 
pvonerly purchased, and can retain 
firtHizing elements of the feeds on 
his farm, is clearly shown in recent 
investigations by the United States 
department of agriculture. 


Three lots of native steers, grade 


animals two to three years old, of 
medium good quality, and averaging 
about 825 pounds at the beginning of 
the experiment, were fed for about 
five months on full feed. 
The ani- 


mals in lot 1 received a .daily allow- 
ance of 39.1 pounds of corn silage, 5.7 
pounds of cottonseed meal, 4.9 pounds 
of oat straw; those of lot 2, 37.4 
pounds of corn silage, 7.6 pounds of 
ear corn, 3 pounds of cottonseed_meal, 
and 2.9 pounds of oat straw ;• and the 
steers of lot 3, 3S.5 pounds of corn 
silage, 6 pounds shelled corn, 3 pounds 
cottonseed meal, and 3.5 pounds of 
oat straw. 


At marketing time these groups of 


animals averaged, respectively, 1,044, 
1,059, and 1,066 pounds an animal, the 
beeves of lot 1 having accomplished a 
daily gain of 1.56 pounds, those of lot 
2; 1.6G pounds, and the animals of 
group 3, 1.7 pounds during the feed- 
ing period. 


When the pork made is credited to 


the steers of lots 2 and 3, they paid 
for corn at 70 cents a bushel, and 
then made over $14 a head-profit, or 
almost as much income as resulted 
from the cottonseed meal-fed steers. 
Without hogs following the_steers_the

cottonseed meal'alone. K cost' ?9.D3 
to make 100 pounds of gain in the i 
case of lot 1, $10.82 for lot 2, and $10.75 
for lot 3, where no pork credit is given 
the steers. Each steer in lots 1, 2 and 
3 made a net profit of §15.19, §11.87, 
and 
§11.48, respectively, when

credit is given :the steers of lots 21 
and. 3 for the. pork produced.

the shrinkage in transit to market ot 
rhese cattle during a 34-hour vun 


ranged from 54 to 64 pounds a head, 
which indicates that silage, -where 
properly fed in conjunction with sup-

are fattened on grass .and marketed 
directly i'voiw pastures.
